V Tueſday the 4th inſtant, the Committee appointed to conduct the 
() Jubilee had a previous Meeting, and dined together at the Revolu- 
tion-Houſe in Whittington, His Grace the Duke of Devonſhire, 

Lord Stamſord, Lord George, and Lord John Cavendiſh, with ſe- 

veral neighbouring Gentlemen were preſent. After Dinner a Subſcription 
was opened for the erecting a Monumental Column, in Commemoration of 
the glorious Revolution, on that Spot, where the Earls of Devonſhire and 
Danby, Lord Delamere, and Mr. John Darcy, met to concert Meaſures which 
were eminently inſtrumental in reſcuing the Liberties of their Country from 
Perdition. | 

On the 5th. at Eleven in the Morning the Commemoration commenced 
with Divine Service, when the Rev. Mr. PEG GE, the Rector of the Pariſh 
delivered an excellent Sermon from the words © 7 hzs ts the day which the 
Lord hath made; we will rejoice and be glad in it.” PS8ALM XVIII. 24. 
Though of a great age, having that very merning entered his 85th. year, he 
ſpoke with a ſpirit which ſeemed to be der. ved tom the occation, his ſenti- 
ments were pertinent, well arranged, and his expretlions animated. 

The Deſcendants of the illuſtrious Honles of Cavendiſh, Oſborne, Boothe, 
and Darcy; (for the venerable Duke of Leeds, whote Age would not allow 
him to attend. had ſent his two Grandſons, in whom the Blood of Oſborne 
and Darcy is united) a numerous and powertul Sentry; a wealthy and re- 
ſpectable Yeomanry ; a hardy, yet decant aid attentive Peaſantry; whoſe 
intelligent countenances ſhewed that they underſiood, and would be firm to 
preſerve that Blefling, for which they were allembled to return Thanks to 
Almighty God, preſented a truly ſolemn Spectacle, and to the Eye of a Phi- 
loſopher the molt intereſting that can be imagin d. a 

Aſter ſervice the Companv went to view the Old Revolution Houſe, the 
room called the Plotting Parlour, and ſurveyed with reverential Regard the 
Arm'd Chair in which the Eur! of Devonlhire lat. They afterwards refreſh'd 
themſelves with an elegant cold Collation, which was prepared in the new 
rooms annexed to the Cottage. Some time being ſpent in this the proceſlion

The whole was conducted with Order and Regularity, without the Con- 
ſtraint of Military Diſcipline; for, notwithllanding the Proceſſion extended 
a Mile in Length, and a Throng of Spectators, amounting in all to about 
40, 00 Perſons, not an Accident happened. All was Joy and Gladneſs, with- 
out a fingle Burſt of unruly Tumult and Uprozr. The approving Eye of 
Heaven ſhed its auſpicious Beams, and bleſs d this happy Day with more 
than common Splendor, 

The Proceſſion was finiſhed about four o'clock in the aſternoon, when the 
company went to dinner, the ordinaries were pleni{ully ſupplied with every 
dainty the ſeaſon afforded, and were unuſually crowded, near Thr. e Hun- 
dred Noblemen and Gentlemen having dined at the three principal Inns.
